BY THE COMMISSION:

On October 20, 2016, Pima Utility Company ("PUC") filed an application with the Arizona

Corporation Commission requesting authority to (1) issue evidence of indebtedness in an amount not

to exceed $8,370,000 and (2) encumber real property and plant as security for such indebtedness, which

resulted in the opening of this docket.

The Commission has created a process for parties to a docket to consent to receive service

by email, rather than by U.S. Mail, for all filings made in the docket. This process requires a party

to file a Consent to Email Service and send a verification email to the Hearing Division, alter which

the Hearing Division will issue a Procedural Order Granting Consent to Email Service.
